In short, brilliantly as he preuches, 
he Is the man of action simply, the 
soldier of fortune, who lives for ad¬ 
venture. loves the flght more than 
the cause, more even than his am¬ 
bitions or his life.

"And Churchill." I suggested, 
wouldn't It be as well to Include 
him?"

The Soldiers' and Sailors' Home last 
night wa* found to be too small to hold 
the Interests! one* who assembled to 
hear the report of the Incorporation 
committee. In the audience were many 
property owners who reside outside the 
municipal limits, and so large was the 
interest taken that many had to ntand 
at (be door, as every seat wa* occu¬ 
pied before the meeting began. Oeorg* 
Carter wa* In the chair and he read a 
brb-f report of the Incorporation com¬ 
mittee reporting me fart* of incorpor¬ 
ation. as already published. The re¬ 
port wa * adopted. 

It wa* suggested that the dates of 
nomination and election be changed as 
many who will want to vote will. If the 
election takes place on the recorded 
date, be away for the week shooting. 
J. Charles McIntosh, however, said that 
the charter had been made any any at¬ 
tempt to alter Its terms now would be 
useless; IL H. Pooley. M P.P.. report¬ 
ed that the provincial executive had 
arranged to remit the taxes for the re¬ 
mainder of the year but O. Mesher re¬ 
plied, after Mr. Pooley had left the 
hall, that be did not think Mr. Pooley 
had done well for the municipality, be¬ 
cause the govern mem had treated Oak 
Day and Saanich much more liberally. 

That a clique Is trying to run In a 
slate for election day was a statement 
made by Mr. Cook, who said the report 
had been denied in the meeting but he.

Situation in Fairfield Road- 
Widening — Finltyson 
Street Extension 


The B. C. K. R. will make temporary 
connection with the line on North 
Douglas street by way of Government 
street and the Fountain. It was an¬ 
nounced at the streets committee yes¬ 
terday. and traffic between Pandora 
avenue and Hillside avenue will be 
diverted while the street Is being put 
In shape. This will relieve the sit¬ 
uation on that street during the pre¬ 
parations for permanent paving. 

Fairfield Road. % ' 

Government street will accordingly 
have the hulk of the traffic during the 
alterations. The company proposes to 
lay double tracks on Fairfield road, 
which the city IS asked by William 
Huy Its snd other residents to perman¬ 
ently pave from the cemetery to Foul 
Bey road. 

Alderman Cuthbert strongly support¬ 
ed a proposal to widen this road. The 
scheme embraces the portion between 
Dallas road and the end of the car line. 

a i<i* naan Pact s r pointed out the 
members were Informed at the -last 
finance committee meeting that A. A 
.Woodward wanted DM$$ fur the line 
of willow trees to be removed should 
the street be widened to 66 feet, near 
his nursery. 

Alderman Cuthbert said one man 
could not hold up the great public 
Improvement contemplated. It was 
quite easy to find out tie value of lend 
In the district. 

Alderman Stewart observed that he 
Should give the owners 14 days' notice, 
to state If they were willing to accept 
the assessors’ estimate of the value of 
the land to be acquired. Then the 
council might decide finally. 

Alderman Cuthbert said the widen¬ 
ing would have been carried out last 
year, but fbr the mistake of an official 
In the preparation of the survey which 
Invalidated the by-law, and he believ¬ 
ed a man should be dismissed for a 
mistake of that character. He believ¬ 
ed the official was still engaged In tba 
engineering department; 

Alderman Baker considered they 
could not aff««rd to leave the street Ilka 
a cow lane, giving access as It did to 
the finest marine drive In America. 

The matter will be left with the own¬ 
ers to make a proposal as to the 
amounts they will take for their prop¬ 
erty. The double tracking must l*e 
carried out before the paving Is com¬ 
menced. 

Ffnthyson Street. 

Correspondence was read with re¬ 
gard to Ftnlayson street extension 
we st w a rd from Quadra street to Doug¬ 
las street. In which McPherson A Ful¬ 
lerton. and Mr. Henderson both asked 
for the work to be carried througb. and 
not abandoned because certain owners 
had raieed objection* 

Aldermen Gleason and Porter sup¬ 
ported this; but Alderman 8tewart op¬ 
posed It. declaring that the land should 
be given, snd the owners should not 
force the city to pay large sums there¬ 
for. 

Aldermen Porter and Olesson, who 
had been a committee to interview the 
owners, stated through the former that 
most of the owners Interested had con¬ 
sented to take the asseseors’ estimate 
of the price to be paid. They had not 
settled with regard to the right-of-way 
through FI ford'a brickyard. 

Alderman Stewart continued his op¬ 
position. snd Alderman Okell foresaw 
that the result would be that the city 
would shoulder the responsibility for 
opening up a street to give acres# to 
subdivisions 

To the committee Alderman Humber 
was addefi with the hope of arriving at 
an amicable settlement.

The expropriation claims for the 
widening ofeFisguard street, now filed 
from the owners were referred to a 
committee to report to the next meet¬ 
ing of the city councIL 

The Oakland* district residents Jiave 
asked for the widening of Hillside 
avenue to 75 feet, as provided In the 
original by-law, mads up of 61 feet be¬ 
tween the curbs, four feet on each side 
for boulevards two six-foot sidewalks 
and two feet allowance on each side to 
the property lines The by-law will 
accordingly be drawn.
